There is nothing, how- 
ever, to pres'ent oar surface drains being so 
inolioed 08 to carry off all the .water from 
ih'e road. We might even in some placi's 
lay down wooden box drains a little below 
the surface to sorve as a species of sowernge 
till we can nflord Hoincthiiig belter. What- 
ever may bn done it almuld bo done quickly, 
as the fall is not now very fur oil. Wc should 
then avail ourselves of the favorable season 
to do what is necessary.

In one of your valuable papers now before 
me, I lead that a petition signed by about l.W 
of the citizens of 'Vietoria, was sent to His 
Mxeellency Governor Douglas, praying lor a 
reprieve of the four Iwdians sentenced to 
deatli for murders nctuhlly committed by 
them, aim ist iininodiately uinler Ihe I'ves of 
law and justice, and on our own pe.ieelul 
Island, where an neeount of sneli ai'roeioo;! 
deeds ir.iist have .■^tarllcd ail who lieard tlieni 
with honor. 

But they were only poor unodiiealod Indians, 
nothing was to bo expecteil from them; if the 
same deeds, however, were perpetrated by 
our citizens or any foreigner, 1 have no doubt 
but the old couplet would bo the measure of 
his reprieve : 

He that cuts another's wi/en, 
When lie'.s cotcbed, iiiu.-.t haiiL;- byhizeii."

Take a map of the world, and bounded on 
the north by Prussia, Courland, Livonia, and 
Ruiisia j on the west, bjr tb« BaltiOi Branden* 
burg, and Silesia ; on the south, by flungaPy 
and iMoldavia ; and on the east by Russia and 
tlie territories wrested by that power from the 
Turks, and there you will see what was once 
the great ronuhlic of Poland. Look again 
and there you will seo a vast eninire partly 
in Asia, and partly in I'iurope; bounded on 
north by tho Frozen Ocean, on the Cast by 
tho raeilic Ocean, on the south by Groat 
Turtary, the Caspian Sen, Persia, Turkey in 
Asia, and the Black Sea ; and on the west 
by Turkey in Europe, Poland, the Baltic Sea 
and Sweden i and that country forms a square 
whose si,le.i are over two thousand miles each, 
and is called Russia. And tho people who 
aro thus hemmed in have proved themselves 
to be tho greatest lovers of liberty the world 
ever saw. They haVo louglil for frcodum in 
every country in the world, and at all times 
lor tho huhnan family ; they saved Europe 
from tho rule of the Turk in May, 1863, and 
llieae peo))le aro called I'oles. The Moslem 
army began its march for tho capital 
of Austria with ihreo hundred thousand men, 
and over three hundred pieces of cannoi:. 
The greal army marched tn the gales 
ol Vieni.a without resistance. The Kmperor 
Leopol.;, with his Empress, Hod from the oily, 
glad to liiid a bundle of straw lo sleep on, 
while the towns and villages of his cmpiro 
rose in Haines towards the heavens.
